A House Fly as big as a Cat 
Many thousands of people -have 
seen the big glass ‘mosquito at/ the 
American’ Museum of Natural History 
in New York. Now {t has a compan- 
ion in a house fly 64,000 times as big| 
as the one we are so ofteh adjured 
to swat or starve. This méidel has 
cost nine months of work and study 


of the museum. The proportions 
jhave been prescrved with the minut- 
lest care, Mr. Matausch having made 
his drawings and casts for the head 
land body and various members of the 
insect from dissection.

It is primarily for the benefit of trav- 
elers who make trips in the spring 
aud sunimer through England, and 
who complain if their trips are spoiled 
by variations of weather. 

These policies are called, naturally 
enough, rain policies. The more you 
pay the greater, of course, is your 
compensation if it rains. You can 
pay $5 a week, and if it happens to 
rain for more than two days out of 
seven you, get $40 for each such week. 

There are four different classes, and 
all are arranged proportionately to 
the amount paid down.

Interesting ‘‘By Product” of the 


Prohibition Campaign 


Practically every Bulletin reader is of course aware that the 
Temperance and Moral Reform ‘League of Alberta has set itself 
the task of making Alberta dry by the end of 1015; that The 
League’ has secured the services of three of the most capable 
and clever men in the country as leaders of this campaign ; that 
a fund of one hundred thousand dollars.is being raised for the 
purpose ; and that never in the history of Canada has a prohibi- 
tion campaign been launched with tne same determination and 
strength of organization that is thanifest at the present time. 

All this by way of prelude, 

In additfon to the a Hove, every voter in the province of Albers 


ta will be asked to &ign a pledge to the effect that he will vote 


only for such parliamentary candidates, as will undertake to 
support any prohibition measures that may be submitted to the 
ogislature. And itis to this phase of the campaign that The 
Bulletin uow draws attention. 

As a starter, the temperance people are trytag to secure the 
signatures to this pledge of at least one hundred voters in every 
constituency of Alberta. They have succeeded in accomplishing 
this end in practically every eleetoral district in which the cam- 
paign has been launched to date, and it now seems as though 
they would probably meet with similar success in the other con- 
stituencies—-or most of them. 

Leaying aside altogether for the moment the merits or other- 
wise of this prohibition agitation, what a stupendous effect on 
the political life of the Province will this pledge of political in- 
dependence have! Temperance orators have always been most 
adept at drawing dark blue word pictures of what they choose 
to call “The Finished Product of the Liquor Traffic,” and regaled 
us with harrowing descriptions of the accomplished booze artist 
who gets his feet full of tangle-foot and his system full of sheep 
dip on pay day and then staggers home to beat up the family. 
Suppose we grant for the suke of argument that these Luantereiees 
are true to life. 

Let us draw anuther one and compare. 

Take the educated man, the man who goes to church two or 
three times on Sunday, who heads all charitable subscription 
lists, who offers the longest—and loudest—prayer in church, 
who never even takes-a squint at the shrine of Bacchus, let alone 
worship there. 

BUT 

Who will blindly, ignorantly, stubbornly and persistently vote 
with his party every time-he approaches a ballot box, no matter 
what skulduggery his particular party may be up to at the time; 
who would sacrifice his own happiness and that of his family as 
well for the sake of party; who takes politics into his church, 
his lodge, his business, his social circle and his home, whé invar- 
iably places party before principle—and seems to be proud of 
what he has done.

Bullds Houses for Birds 


A picturesque method of fighting an 
{Insect ~ -coyn from the train 
windows at YSnfield, a wide, out- 
lying cranberry bog, dotted over with 
white bird houses on stakes. The 
owner of the bog, Capt. B. G. Cahoon 
invented this method of fighting cer- 
to cranberry 
vines and berries some thirty years 
ago, and fis still enthusiastic over the 
success of it. 

Capt. Cahoon has installed 100 new 
bird boxes or a seventeen acre bog, 
thus inviting and surely housing a 
large colony of swallows, whose all 
day occupation will be to swoop down 
upon obnoxious moths from their cot- 
tage watch towers and stuff the same 
down thé throats of voracious young- 
sters still in the nest. it is.a neat 
little scheme by whici. everybody 
seems to be pleased and benefited @x- 
cept the moth. Incidentally other 
bogs also are benefited;-although but 
few similar bird houses are to be 
found yet in other parts of the great 
Cape cranberry area. 

In the earlier days of the expert- 
ment the bird boxes were placed three 
on a stake, rather near together. On 
the last log laid out of seventeen 
acres, 100 boxes were placed forty feet 
apart, On tall stakes, following the 
line of the ditch crossings, having the 
appearance of great regularity when 
seen from the right point of view, but 
merely $cattered about when looked 
at from across the bog. Looking 
down the line the dazzling white cot- 
tages, each neatly toppin; its stake, 
lifted high above the soft gray green 
level of blossoming vines, look like 
the habitations cf so. odd little na- 
ture people, possibly engaged in till- 
ing the field beneath.

Whiskey Insurrection 


The first rebellion against the fed- 
eral government in the United States 
was the whiskey insurrection of west- 
ern Pennsylvania, which had its be 
ginning 122 years ago, when a meet- 
ing was held in Brownsville, Pa., to 
protest against the imposition of an 
excise tax on spirits distilled from 
grain. This measure had been devis- 
ed by Alexander Hamilton to bring 
revenue into the treasury of the ia 
fant republic. It provided fo: a tax 
of from 9 to 25 cents a gallon, accord- 
ing to the strength of the liquor. The 
farmers of western Pennsylvania were 
hard hit by the tax. Qwing to the 
high cdst of transportation, they 
could make a living out of grain 
growing only by converting ihe pro- 
duct of their fields into liquor. Feel- 
ing ran high after the Brownsville 
meeting, and one of the, tax collectors 
was tarred and feathered. President 
Washington issued a proclamation in 
which he earnestly exhorted and ad- 
minished the rebellious farmers, but 
they paid no heed to it, Five hundred 
strong, they attacked the house of 
Gen. Neville, western Pennsylvania 
revenue collector and in the battle the 
leader of the insurrection, John Hol- 
croft, or Tom the Tinker, was killed. 
The insurrection was finally put down 
by federal troops under Lighthorse 
Harry Loe,
